menu display control means for selecting and displaying on the display 
screen a single m enu of a plurality of menus.* at a same location as the cursor on the 
display screen, and on the basis of at least one of: 

a number of consecutive actuations of the same input device in a 
predetermined time interval for the cursor located at a single location on the display 
screen : and 

a duration time of an actuation of the same input devic e for the cursor 
located at a single location on the display screen . 
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2. (Currently Amended) A graphical user interface for displaying 
a menu on &e-a_display screen on the basis of - b ased on a predefined manipulation of an 
input device, comprising: 

menu item management means for selecting and arranging items displayed 
in each e«e -menu of a plurality of menus; 

receiving means for receiving an event alert message responsive to a 
predefined manipulation of afr-the input device; 

cursor display control means for displaying a cursor on the disp lay screen 
based on the-locatton ^information from the input device; and 

menu display control means for displaying a selected one of said plurality 
of menus at a same location on the display screen as said cursor based on the basis of a 
predefined number of said_ event alert messages that are received within a predetermined 
time interval, 

wherein said menu display control means including includes at least one of 
an event alert counter and an event alert timer, 

wherein said event alert counter counting counts a number of said e vent 
alert messages received for said cursor located at a single location on the d isplay screen, 
and 

wherein s aid event alert timer timing- times a duration time of an actuation 
of the s*t***e-input device for said cursor located at a single location on the display screen .

wherein a cursor location parameter IParam, corresponding to a positi eftref 
said location information from t he input device, is transmitted with each said event alert 
message, 

wherein said display control means verif\ r inK- verifies_w hether a difference 
between a first IParam, corresponding to tbe-a_location of the-saidcursor on the display 
screen when a first event alert message is generated, is within a predefined distance D of 
a second IParam corresponding to the-ajocation of *he -saicL cursor on the display screen 
when a second event alert message is generated^ 

wherein said event alert counter and said event alert timer are reset to zero 
and said first and second event alert messages are not considered related events if said 
difference exceeds said predefined distance D , and 

wherein said cursor is determined to be at said same loc ation on the display 
screen when said difference does not exceed said predefined distance D . 

4, (Currently Amended) A graphical user interface for displaying 
a menu on a display screen and positioning a cursor on a particular portion of the menu 
based o n -the basis of a predefined manipulation of an input device, the menu including a 
plurality of menu elements or commands which are grouped in a predefined manner, &m4 
the g raphical user interface comprising: 
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input device monitoring means for monitoring at least one of a location 
information from a nd an actuation state of the input device; 

cursor display control means for displaying a-the_cursor based on the 
location ef -information from t he input device; and 

menu display control means for displaying the menu at a same location on 



the, disnlav screen as said-the cursor in response to a first actuation of the input device, 
the menu being divided into a predetermined number of regions, each of_said region 
regions corresponding to a particular group of the plurality of menu elements; 

wherein said cursor d isplay control means positions the cursor on a selected 
said-region nf said predetermined number of regions o f the menu based, on t ho basis of at 
least one of: 

a number of consecutive actuations of a same t hg_input device in a 
predetermined time interv al for the cursor located at a single location on the display 
screen ; and 

a duration time of an actuation of the sanae-input device for the cursor 
located at a single location on the display screen . 

5 . (Currently Amended) A graphical user interface according to claim 4, 
wherein* said input device monitoring means receives predefined event 
alert messages in response to a predefined manipulation of aft-theinput device; and 
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wherein said cursor d isplay control means positions the cursor on *-said 
selected said-region of the menu based o n the basis of a predefined number of event alert 
messages received within a- satd p redetermined time interval. 

6. (Currently Amended) A graphical user interface according to 

claim 5, 

wherein a cursor location parameter IParam, corresponding to a position of 
said location information from the input device, is transmitted with each said event alert 
message, 

wherein said display control means includes at least one of an event alert 
counter and an event alert timer, said event alert counter counting a number of event alert 
messages rarp,iv£ *i for the cursor at said single location, and said event alert eeaateg-timer 
timing a duration time of aft -said actuation of the input device for the cursor at said single 
location, 

wherein said display control means vorifying verifies whether a difference 
between a first IParam, corresponding to the-ajocation of the cursor when a first event 
alert message is generated, is within a predefined distance D of a second IParam 
corresponding to the-ajocation of the cursor when a second event alert message is 
generated^ 
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wherein said event alert counter and said event alert timer are reset to zero 
and said first and second event alert messages are not considered related events if said 
difference exceeds said predefined distance D , and 

wherein said cursor is determined to be at said same location on the display 
screen when said difference does not exceed said predefined distance D . 

7. (Currently Amended) A computer system for displaying a 
selected menu of a plurality of menus on a display screen based o n tho basis of a 
manipulation of an input device, comprising: 

receiving means for receiving an event alert message from an operating 
system, said event alert message alerting tke -said receiving means to an o ccurrence of a 
particular manipulation of a-same-theinput device; 

cursor display control means for displaying a cursor on the disp lay screen 
based on tke-location ^information from the input device; and 

menu display control means for displaying a- the selected saidr-menu at a 
same location on the display screeiL as said cursor based on tho basi s of at least one of: 

a duration time of said particular manipulation calculated as a time 
difference between receipt of a first event alert message and receipt of a second event 
alert message for said cursor located at a single location on the display screen ; and 

a number of event alert messages received in a predetermined time interval 
for said cursor located at a single location on the display screen . 
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8, (Currently Amended) A computer system according to claim 7, 
further comprising menu item management means for selecting and arranging items 
displayed in each on e- o f-a- menu of the p lurality of menus. 

9. (Currently Amended) A computer system according to claim 7> 
wherein a cursor location parameter IParam is transmitted with each of said 

first and second event alert messages, said cursor location parameter IParam including 
coordinates of a- said c ursor during generation of an event alert messages 

wherein said display control means includes at least one of an event alert 
counter and an event alert timer, said event alert counter counting a number of event alert 
messages received, and said event alert counter timgL.timing a duration time of an 
actuation of the input devices 

said display control means verifying - verifies whether a difference between 
a first IParam, corresponding to ihe-ajocation of the-said_cursor on the display screen 
when said first event alert message is generated, is within a predefined distance D of a 
second IParam corresponding to the-ajocation of foe -said cursor on the display screen 
when said second event alert message is generated^ 

wherein said event alert counter and said event alert timer are reset to zero 
and said first and second event alert messages are not considered related events if said 
difference exceeds said predefined distance D, and 
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wherein said cursor is determined to be at said same loc ation on the display 
screen when said difference does not e xceed said predefined distance D. 

10. (Currently Amended) A computer readable storage medium 
storing a computer program for displaying a selected m enu of a plurality of menus on *fce 
a_display screen of acomputer based on tho baoio of ^ manipulation of ar*a«w-anjnput 
device, comprising: 

program code means responsive to an event alert message from an 
operating system of a-the computer upon a particular manipulation of aa-the input device;

cursor display control means for displaying a cursor on the display screen 
based on the-location ^information from the input device; and 

program code means for displaying fr-the_selected menu at a same location 
on the display screen as said cursor based on tho basis of atlgastpne of: 

tbe-ajiumber of event alert message messages_r eceived within a predetermined 
time interva l for said cursor at said same location ; and 

a duration time corresponding to an actuation of sak Mhe input device 
calculated as a difference between receipt of a first event alert message and receipt of a 
second event alert messag e for said cursor at said sa me location.
